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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: 

(1) the specifics of the device comprising a reflective display comprising a hnear 
polarizer and a reflective half-wave plate corresponding to a first embodiment; AND 

(2) the specifics of the device comprising a reflective display comprising an absorptive 
linear polarizer and a reflective linear polarizer corresponding to a second embodiment; 



2. If species 2 is elected the claims are further directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

(3) the specifics of a device comprising reflective display comprising a reflective linear 
polarizer with crossed polarity to the absorptive hnear polarizer; 

(4) the specifics of a device comprising a reflective display comprising a reflective linear 
polarizer with in-parallel polarity to the absorptive linear polarizer. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S. C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable.

In either instance, if the 
examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission 
may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

2, Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in conq)liance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
appUcation.
